Aspencrest Camp 

Rules and Guidelines That All Groups Must follow 

Aspencrest Camp is to be used to foster Stake Young Women and Young Men 
activities, also Ward and family functions. It is intended that use of the property be 
for the benefit, enjoyment and personal development of all who go there. Use of 
the property shall be consistent at all times with standards of conduct and behavior 
becoming Church members and with being good neighbors with others using the 
facilities during the same week. The Salt Lake Holladay Stake is the Agent Stake and is 
responsible for managing and coordinating the scheduling for the property’s usage. 

1. Responsible Party : Each reservation must designate a “Responsible Party 
Individual” as the contact. That person must make certain that all rules are followed 
and proper care is given to the property and facilities. 

2. Arrival and Departure: Weekday camps begin anytime on Mondays, and 
at noon other weekdays, and end at 12:00 noon on week days. Weekend camps 
begin any time after 12:00 noon Friday and the campsite must be vacated by 10:00 
pm Saturday. There is no camping on Sunday. Please make contact with the host 
couple on your arrival at the campground for a quick orientation on and arrivals 
and departures. 

3. Parking and Motor Vehicles : All vehicles must be parked in the designated 
parking areas. Only two vehicles are allowed at each paviliion - one vehicle for 
emergency evacuation and one vehicle with an enclosed trailer for food and 
supplies. RV’s are to be parked under the direction of the host couple. Motorcycles 
and AT Vs and prohibited. 

4. No Firearms Are Permitted : This include paintball guns, air soft guns, BB 
guns and archery. 

5. Fires : Fires are only allowed in designated screened fire rings. When 
extreme fire conditions exist please obey Forest Service “NO BURN” restrictions. 
Building of fires in any other area is forbidden and subject to a $250 dollar fine. Two 
water-filled fire buckets must be present at each fire pit when in use. Fires must be 
fully extinguished when not attended. Keep all flammable material 20 feet from fire 
rings. No cutting of green firewood. The host couple will direct you on what wood 
can be cut. All fire rings must be cleaned out before leaving the campsite. Dispose of 
ash as directed by the host couple. 







6. Water : An approved culinary water supply is at each of the three campsites. 
Please be conservative in your water usage. Do not wash hair or dump waste water 
in the streams. Do not dam up the streams by placing rocks or logs in them. 

7. Restrooms / Pavilions : Restrooms are provided near each campsite. They 
must be used and used properly! The toilets must be flushed by hand, not “by feet,” 
as some groups have done. Each group must bring their own toilet paper, paper 
towels and extra large trash bags, and cleaning supplies for the restrooms. We ask 
that each group be responsible for the complete cleaning of restrooms and pavilion 
and campsites each day. Please keep restroom doors closed at all times. This helps 
keep out rodents and small predators. At the end of your stay restrooms, pavilions 
and campsites should be left clean and in good order, with restrooms restocked 
with supplies for the next group. Please report any damage or non-working items to 
the host couple. 

8. Shower Facility : Shower facility use is for week-long girl’s camps only. 
Supply your own toiletries. Obtain your showering schedule and key from the host 
couple. The showers are used by all three campgrounds, so please be considerate of 
time use. Restrict to 3-4 minute showers. 

9. Trash / Garbage : Must be take out and dumped in the large disposal 
containers located near the entrance of the campsite daily. Please leave all trash cans 
in their designated locations, and dump only camp generated waste. 

10. Food Storage : You are in bear country. All food must be kept in an 
enclosed trailer or locked car. Food or candy of any kind should not be kept in 
tents. 


11. Security : The group’s “Responsible Party Individual” is to see that the 
facilities and campsites are secure and protected from abuse and damage at all 
times, and that restrooms and gates are secured at the end of the days. Two adult 
males are to accompany all camps. 

12. Pets are not allowed on the property. 

Please remember that this is a Church owned property, and we ask that you care for 
it appropriately. Thanks, and have a great visit. 









Aspencrest Camp Check List 


1. Clean Bathroom: 

• Rinse down the floor, etc. with hose. 

• Leave toilet paper in each booth. 

• Leave roll of paper towels by sink. 

2. Gather up and dispose of all garbage / trash. 

Put new liner in each can. 

3. If you move the tables, put them back where you found 
them. 

4. Fire pits must be allowed to burn out while breaking camp. 

• Drench the ashes in the pit before leaving. 

• You can use the water buckets for this. 

5. Make sure all water buckets are full of water and put by 
the fire pits. There should be two buckets at each fire pit. 

6. Clean Showers and the back room where the sinks are. 
The hose will reach each place so you can wash it down. 

7. Wash down pavilion. 

8. Check off each item and bring completed paper to one of 
the host trailers when finished.

Emergency Plan 


Communication: The missionary couples have an air horn. If the air horn is sounded, each 
camp should have an adult leader respond to the missionary couple’s location, which is east of 
the shower house. 

Medical Plan: The missionary couples have a first aid kit should the need arise. It is 
recommended that each camp have a trained medical person present during camp operations. 

The nearest 24/7 emergency room is located at the Intermountain Medical Hospital, 900 Round 
Valley Drive, Park City, Utah 84060. Take highway 248 west from Kamas, go under highway 
40, take the first right, and follow the signs to the emergency room. 

Evacuation: The means of evacuation are limited and fairly obvious. First is simply to go back 
the way you came, i.e., out of camp to the highway and down the canyon. For purposes of a head 
count it is suggested that you assemble at the Woodland fire station/LDS church, which is seven 
miles down the canyon from AspenCrest. Should one of the camp exits to the highway be 
inaccessible the road may be reached by foot traffic over bridges thru East Camp or thru Middle 
and West Camp A second escape route, in the event down the canyon is inaccessible, is up the 
canyon, which road is paved, and goes into the Uintah Basin. The nearest town in that direction 
is Tabiona, which is quite some distance from camp. 

Security: It is recommended each camp should have a sufficient number of priesthood brethren 
to serve as security, (in any case not less than two). 

Emergency Telephone: Cell phone and land line telephone service is not available at 
AspenCrest due to the surrounding mountains. It may be necessary to go down the canyon to the 
Fire Station/Wardhouse area of Woodland to access service.
